The year 1959 saw the amalgamation 
of three strong Melbourne clubs - 
Hellenic, Yarra Park and South 
Melbourne United. Of these clubs it 
appears that South Melbourne United 
was the longest established, formed in 
the early 1930s. 


In its first year of competition (1960) 
South Melbourne Hellas won the 
Victorian 1st division north 
championship - dropping only one 
competition point in the process, and 
scoring 79 goals and conceding only 
11. The club was not surprisingly 
promoted immediately to the Victorian 
state league first division, finishing fifth 


But it wasn’t too long before South 
Melbourne won their first national 
championship. In 1984 - the first 
time a grand final had been used to 
decide the championship - Souths 
defeated Sydney Olympic 2—1 in 
both legs of the grand final. Souths

back in July. My reasoning was that 
even if the old horse was heading for the 
glue pot (as so many were saying), there 
would at least be quite a few who would 
turn up just to bid the once champion 
(see Andrew Howe's statistics at the 
bottom of this page) a fond farewell. 


Twelve weeks into the season and the 
supposed shuffler has broken into a 
gallop, terrorised many an A League 
show-pony and kicked dirt in the faces of 
his critics... but isn’t that just typical of 
the man! 


Just when everybody thought he would 
sink without trace, the man with the big 
‘green and gold heart’ displayed the 
cliched Aussie ‘fighting spirit’ for ali to 
see. Paul has always been admired for 
his workrate, commitment and courage, 
but never before had he scored a 
national league hat-trick, nor been a 
club’s leading scorer at this stage of a 
season. 


His football is the public face of Paul 
Wade, but | admire the other side even 
more.

When-he spoke to me, 
he was articulate and his gaze didn’t 
shift from mine. | felt then like offering 
him my life savings to look after - when 
he later turned down a suggestion from 
one of the other players that he have a 
punt ot two - with the reply that he didn’t 
have the money to throw around - | gave 
him a mental pat on the back and smiled 
at the thought that my original feeling 
would have been a good investment. 


Paul, the last footballing chapter in ‘The 


Paul Wade Story’ has yet to be written - 
we're just delighted that the Cosmos 
have provided the setting. We are all 
proud to have you as part of the 
extended Cosmos family. You are a 
champion as a footballer and a person, 
a role model to the young - and an 
inspiration to us all. Thank you and 
congratulations on your milestone. We 
will be cheering you on, past many 
more!
